The  Basis  of'  National  Policy 

June  30,  1936  (3H0TA  11) 

The  ^ar  and.  Favy  Ministries 

I.  The  fundamentals  of  administrating  state  af  airs  lie 
in  strengthening  our  national  foundation  at  home  and  bringing 
about  the  prosperity  of  our  nation  abroad  so  that,  on  the  basis 
of  the  relations  between  sovereign  and  subject,  our  Empire  may 
secure  the  neace  of  the  Orient  and  contribute  to  the  welfare  of 
mankind  as  the  real  stabilizing  power  in  East  ASIA,  thereby 
realizing  the  ideal  underlying  the  foundation  of  °ur  nation.  In 
view  of  the  internal  and  external  situation  of  the  Empire,  her 
fundamental  policies  must  consist  in  advancing  and  d®Y?l0P^3 
in  the  Southern  Sr-as  as  well  as  obtaining  a  firm  position  in  the 
East  Oriental  continent  for  the  stabilization  of  our  nn..onal 
defense. 

These  fundamental  policies  are  as  follows: 

(i)  ”e  must  3trive  to  correct  the  great  Powers’ 
aggressive  policies  and  share  handiness  and  favor  with 
others  according  to  s  real  principle  of  give  and  take, 
that  is  to  sny,  our  guiding  principle  must  be  to  realize

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(4)  ;3  plan  to  promote  on’  ac.iai  and  economic 

development  In  the  Southern  Seas,  especially  in  the 
Outer  Southern  Seas,  and  without  rousing  other  powers  to 
action,  we  must  attempt  to  extend  our  strength  by  moderate 
and  peaceful  measures.  .Thus  with  the  establishment  of 
•  Y-fV'VTO  in  addition  to  the  above,  we  may  expect  the  full 
development  of  our  national  resources  and  the  completion 
of  our  national  defense. 

IT.  On  the  basis  of  the  above  fundamental  national  policies 
we  expect  to  reform  ovr  government  system  so  as  to  make  it  suit¬ 
able  foj  the  present  external  and  internal  situation,  and  to 
unify  political,  financial  and  economic  policies  both  within 
and  without  the  country.  The  essential  points  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Defensive  armament  preparations. 

a)  The  aim  of  our  military  preparations  is  to 
enable  us  to  coae  with  any  force  which  the  U.'J.S.R. 
can  mobilize  in  the  Far  East.  Especially,  our  force 
in  MANOHOKUO  and  KOREA  must  be  strengthened  so  that 
we  may  smash  her  Far  Eastern  force  at  one  blow  from 
the  beginning. 

b)  As  for  the  navy,  v/e  must  comolete  its  arma¬ 
ment  sufficiently  to  maintain  the  command  of  the 

v 9 stem  Pacific  against  the  U.  S.  Navy. 

(2)  The  first  princinle  of  our  diplomatic  policy 
lies  in  the  smooth  execution  of  our  fundamental  state 
policies  ns  well  as  synthesizing  and  renewing  them.  The 
military  will  give  undercover  assistance  without  apoear- 
ing  on  the  surface  so  that  the  activities  of  our  diplo¬ 
matic  organs  may  progress  advantageously  and  smoothly. 

(3)  re  must  reform  and  improve  our  administrative 
system  and  establish  an  economic  and  financial  policy  by 
means  of  every  facility  available  so  as  to  strengthen  our 
defensive  strength  and  to  promote  our  economic  development 
vigorously.  For  this  purpose,  we  will  take  suitable  steps 
concerning  the  following  matters. 

a)  ’  e  should  direct  and  unify  internal  public 
opinion  and  make  the  resolution  of  the  people  steady 
to  tide  over  the  present  emergency. 
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b)  V/e  should  appropriately  improve  our  politi¬ 
cal  and  economic  systems  in  of'der  to  develop  the 
important  trade  and  industries  which  are  necessary 
for  the  execution  of  national  policy  and  national 
defense. 

c)  V/e  should  take  aoprorpiate  measures  to 
stabilize  the  life  of  the  people,  promote  their 
physical  strength  and  lead  their  thoughts  into 
sound  channels. 

d)  v’e  should  make  appropriate  arrangements  for 
the  rapid  development  of  the  aviation  and  shipping 
business. 

0)  We  should  promote  the  establishment  of  a 
self-supporting  and  self-sufficient  policy  for 
resources  and  materials  important  for  national 
defense  and  industry. 

f)  wG  should  reform  our  diplomatic  organs  and 
also  draw  up  a  system  of  information  and  propaganda 
in  order  to  make  our  diplomatic  function  and  the 
spread  of  our  culture  in  the  world  more  active.

On  30  June  1936,  aftey  the  cabinet  conference  ended, 
tae  pro  lier,  the  foreign  and  finance  Ministers  ra.aained  on 
request  by  both  the  ar.iy  and  navy  tiniaters,  .-t  the  meeting 
of  tae  -bove  five  Ministers,  tl.e  navj  axnister  presented  the 
annexed  report  (Basic  Principle  of  state  Policy)  ^nd  explained 


•  1.  First,  the  finance  Minister  remarked  that  "to 
correct  the  Militaristic  despotism  of  foreign  powers",  etc., 
as  stated  in  (1)  of  ItGu  1  hue  ba6n  his  intentions  and  nave 
followed  this  policy  to  data,  ae  tnerefors  stated  that  he 
nod  no  objections  to  this  policy  in  general.  But  n6  added 
tnat  it  is  essential  that  Japan  too,  .oust  not  carry  out 
Militaristic  despotisa. 

2.  The  foreign  .minister  declared  that  ae  too  hud  no 
objections  to  this  proposal  and  that  its  principles 
ooinciie  with  the  foreign  policy  which  he  had  under  consider- 
aticn.  .*ow3ver,  detailed  plan*  have  baen  conferred  on  by 
the  tnrae  'linisters  and  that  they  are  being  prepared  now  under 
his  caro.  he  ugroed  ©ntirely  v/itn  v/hat  the  finance  .sinister 
had  suid.  For  exu.^le,  he  thought  it  would  be  better  to 
avoid  using  Methods  such  <-s  the  special  trade  with  na3t  HOPEH. 
To  this,  the  navy  Minister  raaariceQ  that  he  too  agreed  with 
the.:;  -nd  further  explained  that  the  proanble  of  (l)  states, 
"according  to  the  great  cause  -nd  righteousness". 

3*  The  foreign  .uinister  saiu  that  in  view  of  the 
present  international  situation,  it  was  necessary  for  J.nhiN 
to  lake  efforts  to  avoid  isolation.  Since  in  (3)  of  Itou  1, 
it  is  atatsd  "strive  for  friendly  relutionsnip  with  foreign 
countries",  the  foreign  Minister  considered  the  spirit  to 
bo  in  line  with  nis  idou.  However  tne  phrase  "to  provide 
against  England  and  -meric a"  seoaeu  to  be  cauno  for  sooie 
apprehension  and  he  requested  a  definition  of  this  phra36. 

Tl.e  navy  Minister  explained  that  this  was  only  a  provision 
for  military  preparedness  in  c-se  of  emergency  and  that  it 
./as  absolutely  not  intended  tc  look  upon  -England  and  .mericu 
us  ene. lies.  The  foreign  iinlster  then  stated  that  under  the 
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Z-r^***  ?llt£r?at*oni'1  .situation,  Japan  should  not  only  bo 
r^rd.u.  cf  xoepin.;,  friendly  relationsuip  /ith  England  and

Fundamentals  of  our  National  Policy 


?he  fundamental  principle  of  administering  the  &tate  based  on  righteous¬ 
ness  lies  in  realizing  the  ideal  of  our  national  foundation  by  strength¬ 
ening  the  foundation  of  our  country  internally  and  prospering  externally, 
thereby  making  the  Jaor.neee  Tnroire  develop  into  the  stabilization  Power, 
nominal  and  virtual,  in  the  East  Asia,  secure  peace  in  the  Orient  and 
contribute  to  the  uer.ee  end  welfare  oi  markind  throughout  the  world. 

In  view  of  the  situation  of  the  Van  ire,  both  hone  and  abroad,  to 
establish  the  fundamental  national  po? icy  consists  in  securing  a  steady 
looting  of  our  empire  in  the  Eastern  '’ontinont  as  well  as  developing 
in  the  South  Seas,  under  the  joint  efforts  of  diplomatic  skill  and 
national  defense.  The  general  basic  principles  are  rs  follows: 

\1>  To  exclude  the  Military  Pule  Policy  of  the  Powers  and  follow  our 
policy  to  share  mutual  welfare  by  participating  in  co-existonce 
and  co-prosperity  principle  is  the  only  way  of  realizing  the  ideal 
of  our  Imperial  Pule  of  Justice.  It  should,  therefore,  be  tho 
immutable  larking  spirit  in  all  times  in  relation  to  our  overseas 
development. 

(2)  In  order  to  secure  the  stability  of  our  Empire  and  to  safe-guard 

its  development  so  as  to  acquire  the  position  of  tho  real  etabilizatioi 
Power  in  the  East  £s-ir.,  nominally  and  virtually,  wo  are  to  complete 
our  defensive  armament. 

(3)  We  should  strive  to  eradicate  tho  Hucsiin  menace  on  the  iorth,  in 
order  to  realise  a  steadfast  development  of  Manchuria,  and  for  the 
solid  defence  of  both  Japan  and  anchuria.  Ve  should  also  be 
prepared  for  Britain  and.  ’mericf,  attempting  at  the  same  time  an 
economic  development  by  the  close  cooperation  of  Japan,  China  and 
Manchuria.  The  nDove  should  oc  our  fundamental  policy  for  the 
Continent.  For  t /  e  achievement  of  s\;ch  an  object  wo  should  always 
be  caroiiul  to  hold  mnst  amicable  relations  with  the  r overs. 

(4)  For  the  furtherance  of  our  plan  to  achieve  the  social  ar.d  oconomic 
de’*elcpm.  nt  of  our  Empire  toward  the  South  Seex,  especially  on  the 
Outer  South  Sea  lelands  .‘ret*,  ve  should  taMo  a  gradual  and  peaceful 
m'-as’iro,  always  -voiding  to  **t.'LTuiate  other  nations,  and  try  to 
fulfill  our  national  strength  correlative  with  the  completion  of 
Manchuria. 

i-  a  king  the  above  fvndrmer.tal  prir.oiplf  the  pivotal  point  of  our  national 
policy,  we  expect  thereby  to  unify  all  our  policies,  internal  and 
external,  and  genorrlly  innovate  tho  xdei in ictr ation  in  accordance  with 
tho  presont  situation  of  tho  Empire-.  '„h«.  outline  of  our  nc-w  policy  is 
ns  follows: 
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1 1)  "he  fulfillment  of  the  ational  Defense  Armament. 

(a)  As  to  the  Army  armaments,  we  should  aim  to  counteract  nil  the 
military  forces  that  'Kussia  can  furnish  to  employ  in  the  iar 
Taot;  end,  especially,  so  as  to  enable  us  to  strike  a  hit  at 
the  very  out-set  of  the  "ar  upon  the  Russians,  we  should 
complete  our  military  force  in  <orea  and  Manchuria. 

(b)  As  to  the  t'avel  Ornaments,  we  should  attempt  to  fulfill  its 
strength  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  sufficient  for  securing 
the  command  of  tho  sea  on  the  western  ^acific  counter  to  the 
American  .'’avy, 

(2)  Our  diplomatic  policy  is  sololy  to  make  it  tho  first  principle  to 
try  to  prosecute  the  national  scheme  in  smooth  and  amicable  manner, 
end  thereby  to  conduct  an  innovation  rnd  improvement  in  general. 

'■•he  military  authorities  on  their  part  are  required  to  assist  the 
activities  of  the  diplomatic  organ  from  within  in  order  to  have  it 
act  fully  ar.d  advantageously,  evading  all  tho  time  to  act  from 
without  as  far  as  possible. 

(3)  In  order  to  renovate  end  improve  political  and  administrative  organ, 
to  establish  financial  .--nd  economic  policies,  and  to  manage  other 
plans  and  schemes,  according  to  our  fundamental  principle,  the 
following  measures  should  be  taken  properly: 

(a)  Lead  end  unify  public  opinion  at  home,  and  strengthen  the  will 
of  the  people  to  tide  over  the  extraordinary  omergency  of  our 
country. 

(b)  In  order  to  advance  and  further  our  tr>  do  and  industry  essential 
to  the  prosecution  of  the  n  tional  policy, an  appropriate  improve¬ 
ment  should  be  introduced  to  tho  administrative  and  economic 
organs . 

(e)  An  ado-uate  measure  should  be  taken  concerning  the  stabilization 
of  the  people's  livelihood,  tho  development  of  their  physical 
strength,  and  fostering  sound  and  healthy  mind  and  idea. 

(d)  A  suitable  measure  should  be  taken  in  order  to  mak<  a.  drastic 
progress  in  air  as  well  as  sea  transportation. 

(e)  It  is  re  uirod  to  accelerate  the  establishment  of  o  self- 
supporting  and  self-sufficient  policy  for  the  important 
resources  and  materials  essential  to  national  defense  and 
Indus  try. 

(f)  By  innovating  diplomatic  organs,  as  well  as  completing  in¬ 
formation  and  publicity  syst-  ms  we  should  strive  to  quicken 
our  diplomatic  function,  a-nd  to  enhance  the  national  culture 
abroad.
